3. Chairman's remarks 


The Chairman stated that he was honoured to have been appointed 
Dean and be called upon to lead a Faculty which has made signi- 
ficant contributions to research and to innovative approaches 
to engineering education. He promised to devote himself to 
furthering the interests of the Faculty over the next few years. 


He outlined his objectives for the development of the Faculty 
over the next few years. 


3.1 Organization 


The organization of the Dean's office was currently under 
study. Once a proposal had been prepared, it would be 
© brought before the Executive Committee for discussion. 


Given the creation of the Centre for Building Studies, the 
long-term objectives of the Civil Engineering Department 
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as well as the resources needed to meet these objectives 
were being assessed. 


Academic Programmes 


During the current year, curricula for the B.Eng. programmes 
are to be re-assessed in the light of the new admissions 
requirements approved for fall 1979. 


A task force is being established with the mandate to 
prepare a proposal for a B.Eng. programme in industrial 
engineering. It is hoped to begin such a programme in 
fall 1979 on the Loyola campus. 


The first one or two years of the B.Comp.Sc. programme 
are to be offered on the Loyola campus beginning fall 
1978, assuming that resources are available to do so. 


The programme in Building Engineering, assuming that it 
is approved by the University, will be offered on the SGW 
campus beginning fall 1978. 


The M.Eng. programme will be re-assessed by the Faculty 
in the near future in terms of its objectives and the 
means used to achieve these objectives. 


The M.Comp.Sc. programme will be assessed this year by BGS. 
A dossier is currently being prepared by the Department of 
Computer Science. 


The Ph.D. proposal for Computer Science has been forwarded 
to the Comité des Programmes of the Conseil des Universités. 
Assuming the programme is approved, and the necessary 
resources made available to the Faculty, the programme will 
begin in fall 1978. 


It is proposed to examine the concept of "departmentalizing" 
the M.Eng. and D.Eng. programmes as well as associated 
research areas. 


Departments will be asked to propose professional develop- 
ment courses. The availability of such courses would meet 
a need, identified by the 0EQ, for updating engineers 

and engineering managers. They would be designed to com- 
plement rather than compete with graduate courses in the 
Faculty. 


Resources 


Priorities for additional resources for the Faculty have been 
established and are: 


- increased University support for research 
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- increased support staff for the maintenance of 
existing academic programmes 


- additional faculty. 
Enrolments 


The Assistant Dean noted that although no official figures are 
yet available, he estimates that first-year enrolments are up 
approximately 15% over last year. He further estimates that the 
number of out-of-province students entering the first year is 
down from last year, and that the increase is the result of a 
much larger number of CEGEP graduates entering Faculty programmes. 
He stressed that the Faculty's resources, particularly those on 
the SGW campus, have been severely strained by the necessity of 
handling large numbers of students in the first and second years. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to appoint Prof. Giguere as 
Secretary for 1977/78. 


Qld and new members were welcomed and asked to introduce them- 
selves. Vice-Rector Bordan noted that he would attend Council 
meetings of Engineering, Fine Arts, and Commerce and Administration, 
in so far as his schedule permitted him to do so. 


Changes to undergraduate curricula 


The Assistant Dean introduced Doc. 77-8-1 and noted that EUSC 
amendments to it were shown in Doc. 77-8-5. 


Council considered a motion to approve Doc. 77-8-1 as amended by 
Doc. 77-8-5. 


Prof. Russell noted that item 2 of Doc. 77-8-1 should be re- 
introduced as the course CIVI C491 formed a part of the proposed 
Building Engineering programme. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to amend Motion 77-8-4 by 
adding item 2 of Doc. 77-8-1. 


Council unanimously adopted Motion 77-8-4 as amended by Motion 
77-8-5. 


Building Engineering programme 


The Assistant Dean noted that the programme had been approved in 
principle (Motion 77-7-1) and that Council's primary concern to- 
day was to consider the details of the programme. 


He then introduced Doc. 77-8-2, the recommendations of the 
Executive Committee, and Doc. 77-8-6, the recommendations of 
EUSC and EGSC. It was agreed to consider the legislation in 
three parts: 
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- the undergraduate component 
- the graduate component 
- academic regulations 


Council considered a motion to recommend to Senate the approval 
of the undergraduate component of the programme as set out in 
Doc. 77-8-2 and amended by Doc. 77-8-6. 


Prof. Xistris suggested that editorial modifications could be 
made to certain courses. 


Council unanimously adopted Motion 77-8-6 subject to editorial 
modifications. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to recommend to Senate 
the approval of the graduate component of the programme as set 
out in Doc. 77-8-2. 


The Assistant Dean noted that the joint EUSC/EGSC meeting had 
not the time to consider fully the academic regulations proposed 
by the Executive Committee. One particular modification was 
included in the proposal set out in Doc. 77-8-6. 


Prof. Bordan suggested that the title "Building Engineering" 
might cause some difficulties with the OEQ as it has not yet 
recognized Building as an engineering discipline. 


In response, the Assistant Dean noted that the proposed programme 
title was the result of a decision taken after lengthy debates 

in the Executive Committee, and was meant to emphasize the 
engineering aspect of the programme. 


It was agreed to ask the Executive Committee to re-examine the 
programme title. 


Secretary's note: The programme title approved by Council 
(Motion 77-7-1) was "Building Engineering programme leading 
to the combined degrees of M.Eng. (Building) and B.Eng. (Civil)". 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to recommend to Senate 
the approval of the academic regulations set out in Doc. 
77-8-6, subject to editorial modifications, and subject to a 
review of the programme title by the Executive Committee. 


Other Comments 
Some councillors noted that the programme, because of its length, 
and because of its high academic standards, might not be appealing 


to many students, and that few students would make it through to 
graduation. 


In response, it was noted that the progranme was designed to 
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provide a thorough grounding in Civil and Building Engineering 

to a set of superior students, and that its graduates would 

very quickly establish themselves as recognized professionals 

in the field. Further, every effort would be made to ensure that 
adequate counselling by faculty in the Centre for Building Studies 
would be made available to students in the programe. 


Prof. Bordan indicated his support for the programme. He noted 
that, given the constraints imposed by accreditation require- 
ments, the combined programme appeared to offer a good solution 
to the problem of preparing promising young men and women to 
enter as professionals into this emerging field of engineering 
activity. 


It was also noted that it would be necessary to discuss with 

NRC the question of supporting students in the programme through 
grants and scholarships once they had completed its first six 
terms. 


Chairmanship of Faculty Committees 


In response to a query concerning eligibility conditions for the 
chairmanship of Faculty committees (item 77-6-7), the Secretary 
reported that in his opinion the nomination forms used were in 
keeping with the Council's intent that all members of the 
Engineering departments and the Centre for Building Studies 

were eligible to serve. 


Plagiarism and Cheating 


The Chairman reported that EUSC and the Executive Committee 

had not yet had the opportunity to examine the reports of the ad 
hoc committee on plagiarism and cheating (Docs 77-5-2 and 77-6-4). 
He promised that these committees would have their recommendations 
in time for the October meeting of Council. 


Some members of Council suggested that the report should be dis- 
cussed immediately. It was counter-argued that as new members 
of Council had not seen the report, and as the Chairman had 
promised that the responses of EUSC and the Executive Committee 
would be available for the October meeting, a more informed 
discussion could take place at that time. 


Council defeated a motion to include a discussion of Docs. 
77-5-2 and 77-6-4 in the present meeting (3 for; 8 against). 
The Secretary agreed to distribute copies of the appropriate 
documents to all faculty members and to members of Council. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to ask Departments to 
consider the Docs. 77-5-2 and 77-6-4. 


Proficiency in English (Graduate Programmes 


The Assistant Dean tabled the recommendations of EGSC concerning 
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English Language proficiency as an entrance requirement for 
graduate programmes (Doc. 77-8-3). 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to recommend to BGS the 
adoption of Doc. 77-8-3. 


Proposed Modifications of Entrance Profiles 


The Assistant Dean noted that CLESEC has tabled consideration 

of the proposed modification to the "Sciences Administratives" 
profile (Doc. 77-8-4) until it had clarified the role of CEGEP 
MATH 101 in the CEGEP programme. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to table consideration of 
Doc. 77-8-4. 


Course Evaluations 


E. Griffiths, president of the DSA, reported that in a meeting 

with the Dean, it had been agreed to propose to Council that 

a new course evaluation be prepared which would replace for the 
Faculty of Engineering both the existing Faculty questionnaire 

and the DSA evaluation. 


There was some discussion concerning the publication of the 
results of course evaluations. Some members oppose this 
practice. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to strike a committee man- 
dated to prepare for the consideration of Council a new course 
evaluation form. 


Council adopted a motion specifying that committees established 
through Motion 77-8-12 be composed of: 


3 full-time faculty members, one of whom must come 
from the Department of Computer Science 


3 students, two of whom must be undergraduate engineering 
students, and one of whom must be a student in the 


B.Comp.Sc. programme. One of the three students must 
be an officer of the DSA.
